aud rolling, he was quite rec cered, and is 
alive aud merry at this blef ¢d moment.— 
Now, wy dear father, I think this was beha- 
ving like a good chriltian, and what is much 
more, like a brave Irifhman too,”’ 

‘‘ Has he been properly inftructed in all 
the principals of the Catholic Courch 2?” faid 
the priett.

On the fame day Mr. Pitt had before the houfe 
a plan for the augmentation of the navy, by 
withdrawing from the fervice of commerce one 
man in feven, and obliging each veftel to take as 
part of their crews a preportion of landfmen ac- 
cording to their tonnage. 

Another of his propofitions is to call on the 
different counties for each 10,000 men, to ferve 
on board the fleet.

down, and a bill was immediately brought mand 
read.

Difpatches from Gen. Wayne, dated the 12th 
of February’. and which arrived laft Saturday, 
inform, that the fameus Shawanoe chief called 
Blue Jacket, with a number of chiefs and war- 
riors belonging to the Shawanoes and Delawares, 
arrived at head quarters the 7th of that month, 
bearing a flag and fuing for peace. Thefe chiefs, 
like thofe of the other hoflile nations, who pre- 
fented themfelves in the preceding month, mani- 
fefted their ftrong defire to put an end to the 
war, and figned an article agreeing to affemble, 
with all the other chiefs of their nations, at 
Grenville, (Gen. Wayne’s head quarters) in June 
mext, to conclude a general peace; and in the 
mean time to ceafe from all aéts of hoftility. The 
requeft of an old Delaware chief indicated the 
diftrefs of his nation, while it manifeited the fin- 
cerity of his profeflions—at the clofe of his fpeech 
to Gen. Wayne, he faid: : 

‘« ] have now only to requeft of you to point 
out a place upon which you will permit us to 
plant this enfuing fpring. I will immediately re- 
move iny warrtors, my women and children to 
it, and place them under your proteétion.”
